For an additional amount for “Procurement, Defense-Wide”, 
$225,000,000, to remain available until September 30, 2015, which 
shall be for the Secretary of Defense to provide to the Government 
of Israel for the procurement of the Iron Dome defense system 
to counter short-range rocket threats: Provided, That such funds 
shall be transferred immediately only through an exchange of letters 
to address emergent operations in support of Operation Protective 
Edge, notwithstanding section 3.1.3.2.1 of the U.S.-Israel Iron Dome 
Procurement Agreement: Provided further, That nothing in this 
paragraph shall be construed to apply to previously appropriated 
funds for the procurement of Iron Dome: Provided further, That 
such amount is designated by the Congress as an emergency 
requirement pursuant to section 251(b)(2)(A)G) of the Balanced 
Budget and Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985. 

This joint resolution may be cited as the “Emergency Supple- 
mental Appropriations Resolution, 2014”.
